The largest slzal glass thatpan be
rollad on this machine is 10510, and
it complstely ravolutionizss the old
methodiol casting plath glass for griod-
ing. Tha table moves continuously
under the roll ths first tite, and s
then reverssd to the opposite side and
re~-rolled. thus making both sides of
tha glass of equal density, This fmn-
proved methol obyintes the necessity
of moeb grinding

The Bonta l’fnte Gilnea company,
which bia bean organizsl in this city,
are contemplating the srection of their
plant at Moosic, where o most desirs
able loeation is sltuntel. The tost yes-
torday was witnesssd by u large num
ber of Seranton peopls who are inter-
esteil in the machine, and many glass
manufacturers from this conotry and
Earope  alr. Botita’s machine is pat-
ented in England, Frauce, v Austria,
Germany, Houpgary and Belginm. An
advantageis thut it will redoce the codt
ol producing this valuabla articls of
comnmercs from iU totd per cent,

FIRST CHANGE FOR YEANS

A plate cast by this machine yesler-
day was mada by J. P. Warrick und
nssintants from the Pennsylvania Plate
Glpsscompany, of lewin, 1t is a beau-
tilal work of art and was deslgned by
E A Kretechman, asulptor of consid-
eruble note, of Philndelphia. The fig-
ures, Lincoln and the cabinat, on the
plate can easily be recogunized by any
one. 1t meastures ten fest in length wnd
eight foet in width und is surroonded
with a handsomely embossed border,
thus muking u most desirable decora-
tion for juterior worlk.

The plate gless iodustey has besn
without uny methodical lmprovement
for the past 100 years, and Mr Bonta
istha firat to lmprove it within that
time, Itvshopld be understoo ! that the
machine will maks either plate or em-
bossed work by substitntiog the matrix
for 4 smooth plate.

In connection with the glass rolling
michine, Mr. Bonta has invented a
grinding table and an  annealing oven,
hoth of which sliow great advantages
over the pressnt metbods in that line.
After the zlnss hus been rolled and an-
nelled, it is placed on the grinding
tables. This refers only to the pliin
work, a8 the embossed glass requires no
gfinding on account of a sand blast
finish, The plate which the. glass ia
pliced upon is set in motion sud re-
volves horizontally. The glass is ground

to s smooth surface aud 18 then re<

versed, which wonld noder the old pro
cess reguire fiva houor’s time and the
combined efforts of fifteen men, with
more or leea risk of breakage Mr,
Bonta's mathod oyercomes this by plie.
ing the gluss betwesa two tables whieh
rotate on the same principle as thoss of
the rolling maohine,

Another featura i the plaging of
pluster of paris which is pecessary in
grinding, on the gines instaad of on the
bed, as is usual. This Tortms s tore
pecfect union with the glass. The an
nesling oven or lesr as it 18 termed by
glnas worlkers, is the oven whers the
sheet 18 placed, after being rolled, to
cool gradually under & high tempsra-
turs which is dedreased slowly in two
or three days. In this very neccessary
article, Mr. Bonta introduces a system
of ventilation which prevents the floor
from npheaving. This has the affect
of keeping tha plate on a perfect level,
The ventilated foundation of the oven
prevents any upheaval of the bottom
by means of a free draoght which car
rios off the hot sic. This Lns been one
of the greatest difficultiea ty contend
with o glass rolling, As a greater
amount of work is the result,
